DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5, 9-10,1 5, 79-85, and 94-98 are allowed (renumber claims are 1 -20). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither the 
references cited nor the cited references teach, suggest or obvious in combination of a 
printed circuit board (PCB) having first and second conductive pads each formed on the 
second surface of the first resin substrate facing the chip capacitor and connected to 
one of the extemal capacitor electrodes of the chip capacitor via first and second 
conductive adhesive respectively (claim 1), and the first resin substrate including at 
least two conductive pads disposed on a side of the first resin substrate facing the chip 
capacitor and connected to two electrodes of the chip capacitor through a conductive 
adhesive layer respectively, and an insulating bonding agent disposed betwieen the at 
least two conductive pads (claim 1 5).
